Washington, May 16 (/P)— In a 


complete reversal of previous de- 
mands for belt-tightening economy, 
the House has voted substantial tax 
relief for itself and senators and 
roc hon.e town office space for 
congressmen. 


The measure swept through thn 


rlouse yesterday as it passed 
the 


.ast of thr annual domestic, budget 
measures, 
a bill appropriating 


funds to operate Congress. 


On all previous budget bills ex 


cept one financing local river anc 
harbor and flood control projects, 
the House had reduced allotment" 
recommended by its appropriations 
Committee. Demands for economy 
accompanied all the reductions. 


The 
congressional budget 
bill 


cleared by voice vote and went, to 
the Senate with the distinction of 
being the first bill this year on 
which the House actually raised the 
allotments recommendn'ed by thp 
Appropriations Committee. 


The bill's total of $62,391,780 was 


$1,500 more than the 
committee 


had suggested, although about in 
million below Budget Bureau rec- 
ommendations. The money finances 
Congress, the Library of Congress, 
the Government 
Printing 
Office 


and related arms of the legislative 
department.
